Fire about 3 o ’clock this morn-

practically 
destroyed 
the 
building and stock of M. Bonne­ 


ville, in business at Bryan avenue 


and 2 4th street. 
The origin 
of 
the fire has not been determined 


and is regarded as mysterious for 
the reason that the store had not 
been open for business for several 
days, according to a 
sign on the 
front door, which was not locked 
when the firem en arrived on the 
sei ne. 
The loss is estim ated 
at 
approximately $ 12,r>00 and insur­ 
ance of this amount or more was 
carried, according to reports made 
by city officials. 
Known 
insur­ 
ance carried was $8,000 on stock; 
$4,000 on building 
and 
$f>00 on 
fixtures. 
When the firem en arrived at the 
store follow ing the alarm the fire 
seemed to be confined almost en­ 
tirely to the space between the 
ceiling and the metal roof of the 
building. 
The flam es had gotten 
a good start and 
were 
blazing 
fiercely and because there was no 
w a y in which to check the damage 
they had done it was not deemed 
advisable to send men either to 
the roof or to the interior of the 
building, and water was thrown 
on the fire only from the outside 
o f the building. 
.Mr. Bonneville has been out of 
the city for several days, it was 
said, and could not be located this 
morning. 
City officials are puz­ 
zled over the fact that the front 
door of the store was unlocked 
but were not able 
to 
determ ine 
w hether the store had been enter­ 
ed, robbed and then set afire, or 
not. 
The loss in this fire sent the 
fire losses of the city for the year 
to 
approxim ately 
the 
$48,000 
mark. 
This will prevent a three 
per cent credit in the 
key 
rate 
which it had had been hoped would 
be possible, but it will 
not send 
the fire loss 
for 
the 
year to a 
point that will prevent the rem it­ 
ting o f the 12 per 
cent 
penalty, 
for a bad fire record, which fire 
insurance policy holders have been 
paying for the past year.

Making Money Farming 


There is more or less discussion, especially following 
a cotton year such as 1929 turned out to be, ol getting 
away from the one crop system and developing phases ol 
agricultural activity that will show regular and fair pro­ 
fits sufficient to meet current expenses in large part, if 
not altogether, and leave the m ajor crop unmortgaged and 
in a condition to produce some real money, ii not prolit, 


at the end of the season. 
Recently a cream route was started in this county and 
while the amount of cream collected thus tar is not a large 
one, it is a fact that it has been increasing steadily, trip 
after trip, and that the farmers who have been sending it 
to Bryan have realized more from it than would have been 
possible otherwise. 
Moreover, they know that iegulail\ 
they will be paid for this cream and that the amount they 
will receive depends entirely on their production. 
4 hy\ 
know the market is established and the price one that will 
show a profit if their operations are in line with principles 
established and accepted for this phase of farming. 
Poultry husbandry is another activity that a few farm­ 
ers of this county have taken up with success. 
W e have 
in Brazos county one of the best known poultry breeders iii 
Texas who not only makes the business pay from this a n g a 1 
alone but who also realizes a good income from the sale of 
eggs and chickens that have been rejected either for egg 
production or for sale in building up the flocks of those who 
are in this business. 
But we also have farmers who are making money by 
the sale of eggs and chickens and who are not interested 
in the sale of pedigreed stock to other farmers who may 
decide to take up poultry husbandry. 
An example ot this 
was found in a 4-H club boy of this county who made so 
fine a record, form the point of view of profit, that he was 
one of a small group to win a trip to Chicago offered by 
one of the leading railroad systems of the country, a system 
that also has made a consistent effort to improve the stand­ 
ard the measure of production and profit. 
Today another case came to light. 
A farmer in the 
vicinity of Edge, in a period of ten months, has had a pro­ 
duction of 3,449 dozen eggs. 
These have been sold for 
$1,064.82. 
His feed bill for this period has been $394.75 
and he paid out $250 for baby chicks. 
His total expense 
has been $644.75 in this period, not counting in his hours 
of labor, and he has realized a net, on this basis, of $420.07. 
In a word, his hens have netted him an average individual 
profit for this period of a little more than $1.50 each, and 
he will start the new year with 723 birds and a knowledge 
of methods that should make 1930 much more profitable 
to him. 
What these men— and the boy— have done other 
farmers can do. 
Even on a small scale the poultry busi­ 
ness will pay good profits if it is properly operated. 
There 
is no getting away from the fact that it will pay to keep 
hens if they will pay a net of $1.50 each over a ten month ■

More Improvements Needed 


The national government is planning a huge construc­ 
tion and building program for the coming year, in line with 
the recommendation of President Hoover to all interests 
in this country to speed up business as much a s possible. 
Various state, county and city governments are working out 
similar plans, and many private*enterprises announce large 
extensions of facilities that will mean the investment of 
hundreds of millions. 
The net result of all these enter­ 
prises will mean employment for millions of men, at good 
wages, and an acceleration of prosperity in thousands of 
communities. 
This is a matter to which Bryan might well give at­ 
tention. 
At the present time there is need for more water 
and sewer e x t e n s i o n s , for some additional street paving and 
for the c lo s in g of gaps in sidewalks along well traveled 
streets and avenues.
